Because of the very many calls upon 
him, the Anglo-Jewish minister could 
be said to do a little of everything 
a a lot of nothing, said the Rev. 
Dr. Solomon Goldman, in the course 
of his address at his induction by the 


Chief Rabbi as minister of St. John’s 


Wood Synagogue, on Tuesday. 

The man who is called upon to be a 
spiritual leader must be possessed of a 
firm conviction of the reality of the 
Almighty as the pervasive force in the 
affairs of men, said the Chief Rabbi in 
his address... The Jewish preacher, he 
added, must not hesitate to speak. of the 
obligations of the Commandmenis, which 
must govern the peopk’s lives at home, 
in the synagogue, and im business, as 
well as in Israel and outside Israel: 

Dr. Goldman recalled a saying by the 
older -H: eb to the scholars of his con- 
gregation. If they saw. the sage had said, 
that their generation was one that held 


‘the Torah precious they could afford to 


indulge in. all sots of activities, but if, 
on the other hand, their generation did 


not hold the Torah dear, then it was their’ 
duty: to concentrate. their efforts. 


Ministers’ Duty 


lt could be disputed, said: Dr. 
Goldman, that..the . present gen¢ration 
did. not hold. the Torah dear. It 


should, therefore, be the main. duty: 


of the ministers to devote themselves. 


with: single-mindedness.to the restoration 


of the Torah in the life of. the people. it 
was a paradox that the. Angio- Jewish 
minister was so placed with ‘regard to 
the variety and multiplicity of his duties 
that. he could not achieve: ‘the single- 
mindedness which was necessary The

«He had. resolved, Dr. Goldman con 


tinued, that at least during the first years 


with his new congregation he would strive 


io devote himself.as exclusively as pos-_.

He. would think: of the future and. ask 
himself whether. in 25 years’ time there 
would stull be the same fine congrega- 
tion: -It must not be said of him that 
he was so busy looking after other 
people's gardens. that. he neglected his 
own. 


Deploring the seculatisation in. Jewish 


life,: Dr. Goldman said that there had 
been an abandonment of spiritual yalues 


and the substitution of materialstic - 


values. The Jewish materialists were 
mostly outside. the synagogue and they 


were unfortunately. the majority of the 


Jews of this country, They were falling 
into. a morass of materialism and were 
‘becoming Jewish pagans. Secularisation 


also. affected other .peoples, but for the 


Jewish people. it was suicidal.

HOLY-DAY MUSIC 


By the Rev. MAGNUS DAVIDSOHN* 


N Erev Rosh Hashana jt will ° 
be 50 years since I began my 
vocation of chazan. During 

much of that time I have worked with 


colleagues researches into the 


history of our liturgical music. This 
field of study is comparatively new. 
| should like, in this article, to jntro- 
duce readers to a consideration of the 
meaning of the tunes which we sing on 
the Holy-days-——tunes which have the 
power of inspiring worshippers and 
rousing in them the. sentiments and 
ideas appropriate to this holy season. 

The Yomim Noraim! What a 
responsibility is laid upon the Sheliach 


Tsibbur! the prayer. specially 
written for him, and which he says 


before the Musaf Kaddish, he asks

_duty. Beginning with Rosh Hashana 


eve, the tunes the chazan chants imme- 
diately put the congregation into the 


frame of mind the importance of these 


days demands. The service is not so 
very different from the other Holy-day

1843) is in the minor key, and. very 
fervent, 

The: Musaf Kaddish.. begins, very 
solemnly. in a minor strain (antictpat- 
ing the importance of the prayer that 
follows); but. it continues the 
major, and: is very delightful and 
graceful. | 
.. Before these prayers we listen to the 
sound of the Shofar, the flat ram‘s 
horn. that: has been prepared by a 
special treatment. It is blown in four 


intervals according to certain historic.

DON'T know why they bine called

25th Anniversary Celebrations

The many Jewish names mentioned 
recently in connection with the arrest 
of Communist spies and propagandists 
in the United States has apparenth 
caused much anxiely among American 
Jews.

RETROSPECT 


THE passing of the year $710 marks the 
disappointing end of that brief spell which 
we have become accustomed hopefully to 


_ call the “ post-war period,” and denotes the 
’ dramatic—nay, tragic—beginning of a new 


and bitter struggle between the peoples of 
two ideological blocs, each fighting for 
superiority and threatening to embroil the 
world in desperate and remorseless strife. 
The year which is now ending began not 
too ifauspiciously. As far as the Jewish 
people are concerned, it began with brighter 


hopes for better understanding between Jew 
and non-Jew, with encouraging reports of a 


possible settlement between Israel and the 
Arab States, and with prospects of freer 
emigration of Jews from the Iron Curtain 


countries to Israel. But as the year drew | 


faded. To-day we find Israel faced with the 
gravest economic crisis, and the Iron Curtain 
being closed down with ominous sound on 
further Jewish emigration. . Owing to Com- 


munist policy, Jewry is also rapidly being 


divided into two separate camps, treating 


each other with growing hostility, as though 
they were enemies. All hope of maintaining 


the traditional Jewish neutrality has dis- 
appeared. Even the State of Israel, scarcely — 


born, could not remain aloof and felt com- 
pelied to range itself on the side of those 


Struggling to resist. aggression. 
In place of its former friendship towards s 


the new State of Israel, Soviet Russia has 
adopted an attitude of churlishness, of dis- 
courtesy, and, in the last few weeks of the 
year, of outspoken hostility: This change 


on the pert of the Soviet Union has affected .

Jewish communities everywhere 
happy New Year : 


Hungary, Rumania, and Poland attacking 
Israel and Zionism in the vilest possible terms, 
with the result that emigration from those 


countries is rapidly coming to a full stop. 


What is helping to increase the tragedy of 
these happenings is the fact that it is the 


_ Jewish Communists in those countries who, 


in their blind servility to the Cominform, 


are doing everything possible to widen the 
gulf between: themselves and their brethren 


in the West. Only half a dozen Jews out 
of the possible 2,000,000 in the U.S.S.R. 


have been allowed to leave for Israel during 
the past twelve. months, and we know - 
nothing of the fate of the others remaining 


there.. Never, not even during the tyrannical 
rule of the Tsar, has Russian Jewry been 


so isolated as it is to-day. 
In Germany and Austria, the passing year 


has been marked, among other things, by a 


revival of intolerant nationalism and Nazism. ! 


In their desire to remould Germany into a 


democratic country, and the German people 


into. decent members of European. civilis- 


ation, the Allies have gradually relinquished 


control and supervision. But the results of 
their magnanimity have been disappointing. 


- With the exception of a few German leaders 


who have expressed willingness to atone in 
some form for German crimes against the 
Jews, the bulk of the German people to-day 


remains unrepentant. In Austria, the General ~ 
Election of October. 1949, brought into 


Parliament a neo-Nazi party, holding the 


balance between the Catholics and. the 


Socialists, and wooed by. both. Numerous 
amnesties both in Germany and Austria 


released from custody large numbers of 


former Nazis, including many of those who 
were tried at Nuremberg for crimes against 
humanity, and who took an active and 
barbaric part in the murder of millions of 


Jews. Released from punishment and gaol, 


some of these Nazis are already finding their 
way into Government positions; and it is 
under their influence that the German and 
Austrian Governments fail to deal justly with 
the restitution issue. 


Darkened as the outgoing year was by 
these sad events, it also had its brighter 
aspects. From $3 countries, thousands of 
Jews flocked into Israel, enabling it to cele- 


_brate this year the “ Ingathering of the Exiles 


of tolerance. 
ever-deereasing fascist elements in this 
country has become thoroughly discredited. 


Day "—a day for which Jews had been pray- 


ing for centuries and which filled many in and 
outside Israel with feelings of undiluted joy 
and just pride. 


fundamental law fulfils a long-cherished 
hope, and, together with the abolition by 


_ the Knesset of the death penalty announced 


this summer, gives the young State a 


splendour and glory in which Jews every- 


where rightly share. It is true that Israel is 


_ how in the throes of economic difficulty, but 
_ the spirit of the people is one of optimism. 
It is true also that Jerusalem is still a 


cause of dispute, and peace with the 


Arabs rather remote. But as the year drew to” 


a close Jerusalem was yr becoming more 


and more what it was 2,000 years ago—the 
only and indivisible capital of Israel. 


There were also a few other bright aspects 


for which 5710 will be remembered. The 
cataclysmic events in Europe have greatly — 
increased the conviction among all decent . 
people of the need for a friendlier relation- 


ship between Jew and Gentile, in order to 
save by combined efforts all those human 
values precious to both. With this object 


in view, the inaugural conference was held | 
in Paris of the World Organisation for - 
Brotherhood, in which Jews and Christians 
participated. In this country, too, . the 


Council of Christians and Jews has made 


‘more progress, and relations generally have 


taken a saner and friendlier turn.. Neither 


‘the sileodities racial theories of HITLER nor 
-unhappy events of the past in Palestine have 


made Britain abandon her traditional. spirit 
The malicious campaign of 


British Jewry hasbeen enabled to take the 


leading role among the Jewish communities 


in Europe. . By its virility, level of culture, 
and experience, British Jew ry often provided 
spiritual guidance not only for the communi- 
ties in the Commonwealth, as was evidericed 


at the recent Commonwealth Conference of 


Jewish leaders in London, but also for the 
larger and richer communities in the United 


States. It was with the desire to strengthen 


this leadership that the Crier Raspi under- 


-took, in February, his four-month tour of 


the Jewish communities in South Africa, a 


tour which has not only proved of. great. 


value as a spiritual link between British Jews 


and the communities of the sub-continent, 


but has also enhanced the status of those 


_ Jewish communities among their neighbours 


and improved the relationships between them. 
Like its predecessor, 5710 leaves to the 
coming year many grave problems. Fore- 
most among them is, of course, that 
of peace and war. Serious issues arise 


from the present economic and financial 


crisis in Israel, and from the ambiguous 
position of the Zionist Organisation. in 


-the Diaspora. Much, therefore, is left 
to be solved in the year. 5711, and Jews 
in their supplications will ardently pray for 


guidance and wisdom to solve. their own 


difficulties. in a manner worthy of their 


heritage. 


AMERICAN JEWRY 


Tue dispatches that we publish this week 


_. from our correspondents in Washington and 
New York show that the war in Korea 
against Communist aggression has had some 
. disquieting repercussions upon the situation 


of American Jewry. As we reported last 
week, seven leading American-Jewish organi- 


Sations, acting in conjunction with 15 other 
“non-Jewish national organisations, ‘recently 
called upon Congress to oppose Communism 
without resorting to totalitarian methods, 
which should be abhorrent to a country 


proudly fighting to defend the cause of 


democracy. The attitude of these organi-. 


Sations must surely commend itself to all 
who are concerned to uphold those. funda- 
mental principles of righteousness and justice 
that constitute the glory alike of Judaism and 
of Western civilisation. Yet anti-Jewish 
elements in the United States have unscru- 


pulously distorted the situation for their own | 


nefarious purposes and have wickedly sought 
to identify American Jewry with unpatriotic 
activities. The iniquity of these antisemitic 
attacks was exposed in the speech delivered 


by Congressman ABRAHAM J. MULTER in 
Congress. It is deplorable, however, that 


this antisemitic campaign can be conducted 


$0 venomously in the United States. The 


great Republic of the West is everywhere 


Towards the end of the | 
year the “Law on the Return to Zion,” 
according to every Jew the right to enter if. 
~ he so wished, became one of the main pillars 
upon which Israel is being built. This 


gentleman writes of

Seven Fallen Pillars, By Jon KIMCE HE, 


Secker & Warburg. 15s.

The Middle East has been so much 
written about im recent years that any 
new reportage on the subject is bound 
to encounter a certain initia! prejudice. 
Mr. Jon Kimche, familiar to readers of 
THe JewitsH CHRONICLE from his articles, 
has done something to disarm this senti- 
ment by encompassing a subject larger 
than the struggle in Palestine, which 
none the less forms the cenire-piece of his 
book. He has travelled much in the 
region since 1945, and the impressive 
list of acknowledgements in the foreword 
reflects. an unusually wide acquaintance 


with leading Britjsh, Arab, and Jewish — 


personalities. . correspondent for 
Reuter and the Opserver he was persona 
grata with all those in the Middle East 
who were anxious to get their opinions 
into print, i.e., practically everybody, 
while. his Foreign Office contacts. enabled 
him. to- penetrate to some extent behind 
the political and mulitary scene. The 
result “18 an. unusally interesting book. 
It is seldom that reportage and analysis 
are so closely. combined, and. by placing 
the Palestine conflict.in. its wider setting 
the author has managed to convey some- 
thing like an integrated ‘picture of. British 
policy in the Middle East during. the past 
years or so. He has also made it 
possible for the reader. to understand 
what the celebrated Anglo-American 
antagonism in. the domain of: oi! produc- 
tion. and strategy 1s really about. 


First-hand Impressions 


Certain qualifications, 
impose themselves. In Writing the. muih- 
tary-and diplomatic history of the Pales- 
tine conflict during 1945-49, Mr. Kimche 
has made extensive use both of first-hand 
impressions——he was on the spot while 
some: of the critical engagements: were 
being fought—and of first-hand informa- 
tion. .Thus he is able to. correct the 
rather vague notions stil. current about 
the numerical strength ‘of the two: sides 
and their tactical: disposition’.

compares in grandeur of concep- 
tion with Rosh Hashana, the Jewish 
New Year. Transcending associations 
that are purely local or national in 
character, the Jewish New Year is not 
connected with any event in the life 
of the nation or of an. individual. 
Its character is universal. The ideas 


and ideals on which it bids us fix, 
‘our attention concern the whole. of 


humanity, and the message of which it 
is the bearer goes forth to the sons of 
men. 

In the Bible, Rosh Hashana is 
described both as “a memorial of the 
blowing of the [ram's] horn (Leviticus 
“ a day of the blowing 

(Numbers xxix, 1). 
The precise significance of either the 
‘memorial ” or the ritual itself is not 
stated. explicitly. The context, 
ever, makes it clear, that what is 
prescribed here is in. preparation for 
the Day of Atonement that follows. 
Rosh Hashana has thus rightly been 
looked upon from time immemorial 
beginning of a period of 
‘penitence and moral regeneration, with 
the Day: of Atonement as its 
culmination.

DOGMA IN JUDAISM 


$in.—The discussion in your columns - 
of the place of dogma in Judaism netes- 


sarily focuses attention on the part. of 
belief in Judaism. The fact that Judaism 
looks more to belief combined with 
action than to belief im the abstract has 


some teachers of Judaism to suppose 


that they can inculcate the will to per- 
form the Mitzvot without paying any 
regard to the beliefs by which perform- 

ance is sustained. To the preoccupations 
of the minister of a uberis congrega- 
tion, the abstruse discussions of philo- 
sophical questions may be an unnecessary 


additional burden, but a more philo-- 


sophical approach is necessary if the hold 
of Judaism on the intellectual element 


of a community ts not to weaken still 


further. The appeal to keep the Mitzvot 
as a social cement,.as something which 


‘holds. the community together,” has 


less force than ever in days when. it is 


commonly held that one can show one’s 
Jewish identity as much by giving to the. 
as by jaying tefillin, as easily by. 


toasting the ate of Israel as by
